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The Sesarated Life

It is doubtful if there ever was 
a time when the note of Separation 
needed to be sounded more than 
today. The world has become so 
churchy.and the Church so worldly 
that it is hard to distinguish the 
one from the other. The line of 
demarcation has been so complete- 
ly broken down that churches, 
where revivals once flourished, 
whose spiritual life was at one 
time deep and strong, are today 
mer ial centres over which God 
hasmiong ago written the word 
“Ichabod”—“The glory has depart- 
ed.” . 

But worldlines in the professing 
church is only another sign of the 
end of the age. The prophetic ut- 
terances of God’s Word are being 
literally fulfilled. It cannot be long 
now before He comes. 


People seem to have the idea 
that we must mingle with the 
world and become like it in order 
to win souls and influence lives 
for God. Yet when a man falls 
into a deep. well no one ever dreams 


of jumping down alongside of him 


in order to get him out. Instead he 
stays away up at top and from 
there lets down a ladder or rope 
and thus lifts him up. 

Ah, no! The men who have won 
souls and influenced other lives for 
God have been the men who have 
walked with God far above the 
masses, and thus from an altitude 
of spirituality have drawn others 
up to their level. The only way to 
win others is to be different our- 
selves and thus attract by some- 
thing they lack, and by prevailing 
with God prevail with men. 

Had Abraham gone to live with 
Lot in Sodom his influence would 
have availed but little. It was when 
he separated himself and stood 
afar off on the highlands of faith 
with God that his intercessions se- 
cured Lot’s deliverance. Let us be 
separate. We must dwell apart 
with God. 

Then I want to say that the 
world expects the Christian to be 
different. It has its own standard 
of what a saint should be. And

God Has the Say, Not Us 

Many people ask the question: 
“Will God send a soul to hell for 
eternity ?’’ and say “Would God be 
just to do such a thing?” Some 


say, “I don’t believe that God 
would do that.’’ Others say, “That 
isn’t the kind of God I serve.” Still 
others say, “I think God is too good 
to send a soul to hell.” Well, friend, 
there is but one place you will find 
the answer to that question and 
that is in the Bible. What does the 
Bible say about it? There are 
many people who say, “I think so 
and so.’ And because they think it, 
it is bound to be just that way. 
Regardless of what God has said 
about the plan of salvation and. 


[there being but one way to he 


saved—through the atoning blood 
of Jesus Chrst—you will find lit- 
erally millions of people that still 
believe they can be saved some 
other way. “I think that if I do 
the best I can; I think that if I 
am honest and sincere and try to 
live right and treat people right, 
I will make it all right.” Well, 
what does God say about it? God 
said very plainly and emphatical- 
ly, “There is none other name giv- 
en under heaven, given among men, 
whereby we must be saved, neither 
is there salvation in any other.” 
The Bible says, “Except a man be 
born again he cannot see the king- 
dom of God.” The Bible says, “He 
that believeth on the Son is not 
condemned: but he that believeth 
not is condemned already, because 
he hath not believed in the name 
of the only begotten Son of God.” 
Yet you say, “If I do the best I 
can and try to live right, I am go- 
ing to heaven’ when the Bible 
said, “He that believeth on the Son 
hath everlasting life: and he that 
believeth not the Son shail not see 
life; but the wrath of God abideth 
on him.” Now, my friend, what 
you think or what I think isn’t go- 
ing to change the plan of God, It 
makes no difference how honest 
you may be, God hasn’t promised 
to save people because of their 
honesty, because they are doing 
their best to do right. God hasn’t 
promised to save people because 
of their sincerity. God promises to 
save people only on the merits of 
thé shed blood of Jesus Christ. God 
is going to do the saving and not 
you. God is the one to tell how you 
are to be saved instead of you tell- 
ing God. 

And so it is about this matter 
of hell. What does God say about 
it? There are many people who try 
to escape this awful truth in the 
word of God. Some try to escape 
it by saying eternal death means 
annihilation and that hell means 
the grave. Brother, you can’t es- 
jcape this truth of God by trying 
to convince yourself that what God 
says about eternal punishment and 
eternal death simply means anni- 
hilation. Take the case of the rich 
man. Tell me that hell means the 
grave when Jesus said, “In hell he 
lifted up his eyes, being in

Lazarus in his bosom. And he cried 
and said, Father Abraham, have 
mercy on me and send Lazarus, 
that he may dip the tip of his fing- 
er in water and cool my tongue: 
for I am tormented in this flame.” 
My friend, you will have a hard 
time getting rid of the truth of 
that awful statement of the Lord 
Jesus Christ by trying to convince 
yourself that it means the grave. 


Then what does God mean in 
Rev. 14:11 when He says, “The 
smoke of their torment ascendeth 
up forever and ever: and they have 
no rest day nor night’? I say the 
only way to settle a question like 
this is not what I think nor what 
you think, but what does God say. 
about it. 


Others try to escape this truth 
by teaching that *here is a chance 
after death. But when you study 
God’s word you will search in vain 
for one single promise that God 
holds out to anybody of a chance 
of being saved after death. On the 
other hand, the Bible says, “As a 
tree falleth so shall it lie.” Instead 
of a chance after death, or a pur- 
gatory where people can go and 
there suffer for their sins and fin- 
ally pay the price for their sins 
then go out into heaven, God said 
in answer to the cry of that rich 
man in hell, “Between us and you 
there is a great gulf fixed: so that 
they which would pass from hence 
to you cannot; neither can they 
pass to us, that would come from 
thence.” It’s settled so says the 
answer from God, and it’s fixed. 
Between those two places there’s 
a great chasm that none can cross 
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devil deceive you into thinking _. 
that God will not do what He says. 


_Again what does God mean, if 
there’s another chance after death, 
when He says to those on the left 
hand, “Depart from me, ye cursed, 
into everlasting fire, prepared for 
the devil and his angels ... And. 
these shall go away into-everlast- 
ing punishment: but the righteous 
into life eternal.” ? In that state- 
ment, Jesus used exactly the same 
word for eternal punishment that 
He used for eternal life. If there 
is no eternal punishment, there’s no 
eternal life. If the end of punish-

The Prevalence of 
The Sex Sin

The Word of' God plainly fore- 
warns us that “In the last days 
perilous times shall come. For men 
shall be....incontinent... . For 
of this sort are they which creep 
into houses, and lead captive silly 
women laden with sins, led away 
with divers lusts” (II Tim. 3:1-5). 


Incontinency, lust, and adultery 


are prophesied to increase in the 
perilous last days. Many, many ev- 
idences there are that the scarlet 
sin is more and more widespread, 
and that our whole nation.and oth- 
er nations are under the fierce 
wrath of God because of licen- 
tiousness and lust, broken marri- 
age vows, the openly encouraged 
stimulation of sex passion and ac- 
tual shameful adultery. Let me 
mention some of the evidences. 


|. Proven by Widespread, 


Increasing Divorce 


March 27, 1942, the United States 
Census Bureau announced that fig- 
ures had just been compiled for di- 
vorces during the year 1940. There 
were 264,000 divorces that year 
alone in America! That is more 
than one divorce for every six new 
marriages. That is more than four 
times as many divorces as in 1901. 
And from other sources we learn 

that marriages were greatly in- 
creased during 1940. The depres- 
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sion ‘was over. ne able

to marry who had long postponed 
their plans until there were jobs. 
And despite the large increase in 
marriages there were still more 
than one divorce for every six mar- 
riages in America. 

In some states, like New York, 
divorce is permitted only on 
grounds of adultery. In all states 
adultery is a prominent cause for 
divorce. In literally thousands of 
cases where the complaint speci- 
fies desertion, cruelty, incompati- 
bility, drunkenness, or non-support, 
the actual reason for the breaking 
up of the home is adultery, or a 
suspicion of adultery. An increas- 
ingly large pr oportion of divorces 
are secured by people who already. 
have selected other mates, and the 
first marriage is broken deliberate- 
ly to contract another with a new 
partner. 

Note how the increase in abidne: 
es proves the widespread and in- 
creasing prevalence of adultery. 
(a) Thousands of divorces are 
granted annually because adultery 
is proven or admitted in the case 
of one partner in the

God More Concerned About 
Sinners Than We Are 


Listen again: there are others 
who are trying to escape this truth 
by saying God would not be just 
to send a person to hell. I say, Who 
am I, who are you to question the 
justice of God? God says of my 
idea justice and right, “For as the 
heavens are higher than the earth, 
so are my ways higher than your 
Ways, and my thoughts than your 
thoughts.” So don’t get uneasy or 
troubled about whether God will 
do right or be just. Abraham got 
worried about that same thing 
once when God said He would de- 
stroy Sodom and Gomorrah. Abra- 
ham asked this question: “Shall 
not the judge of all the earth do 
right?” Abraham was pitting’ his 
judgment of right against God’s 
of- what is right and wrong. God 
said in substance to Abraham—in 
a lesson He taught that Abraham 
never forgot—‘‘You needn’t worry 
but that God will do right. God 
will do right and God will be just. 
Don’t pit your judgment against 
God’s and say, “If God would do 
this thing He would not be just.” 
Brother, God is going to do right 
—don’t worry about that. 
Abraham said, “Lord, suppose I 
can find fifty righteous men in Sod- 
om, would you spare the city for 
their sake?” God said, “Yes, I 
would, Abraham.” I think Abra- 
‘ham had Lot in mind. He knows 
that Lot, his nephew is a saved 
man. He has been down in Sodom 
for years now, and Abraham is 
_ thinking surely in all these twenty- 
five years that Lot has been in 
Sodom he has won at least fifty 
people to the Lord. Then God said, 
“All right, Abraham, I will spare 
the city if you find fifty righteous 
people.” Then I think Abraham 
began to think more seriously. He 
remembered what a contentious fel- 
dow Lot was, what a tight-wad, and 
how covetous he was. He remem- 
bered that he lifted up his eyes 
» and looked on the well-watered 
plains of Sodom and thought he 
was cheating. his old uncle when he 
chose the best grazing place. And 
I think Abraham’s faith in Lot 
weakened and he thought, “Maybe, 
after all, Lot hasn’t won fifty peo- 
_ple. Maybe I better cut it down.” 
- Then he asked God if he could find 
forty righteous people would He 
Spare the city. When God meets 
him on that counter proposition 
he becomes a little more shaky 
about Lot. He knows that God 
knows what Lot has been doing—. 
knows more about him than Abra- 
ham does. Abraham thinks again, 
“Maybe Lot hasn’t done that 
much.” Sovhe inquires of God again, 
“Would you spare the city for thir- 
ty righteous?” When God said He 
would spare the city for thirty, 
Abraham said, “Suffer me one 
more time: Peradventure there 
shall be twenty found there.” And 
God said, “I will not destroy it 
for twenty’s sake” Abraham 
thought surely Lot had done some- 
thing while he was down there— 
“Surely he has won a few people 
to the Lord, surely his life has in- 
fluenced somebody for the Lord.” 
Again he asks for one more chance 
to speak to the Lord about it. 
“Would you spare the city. for the 
sake of ten?” I think now Abra- 
ham was beginning to add up Lot’s 
family—hoping to find ten there. 
He counted Lot, his wife, two 
' daughters and sons - in - law, there 
‘were six, and surely he had won 
-four others in twenty-five years.

him because he realized that Lot 
hadn’t done a thing but throw his 
life away. It was even worse than 
Abraham could imagine. For when 
the angels went down to Sodom 
to tell Lot to move his family away 
before the city was destroyed, and 
Lot spoke to his children, he found 
that they didn’t have any confi- 
dence in his religion. “He seemed 
to them as one that mocked.” I 
tell you there are a lot of pro- 
fessing Christians who could live 
in Little Rock a thousand years 
and there would not be ten right- 
eous people found as a result of 
their having lived here. What an 
indictment against those who name 
the name of Christ! 

On the front page of a bulletin 
of one of the largest churches in 
the South which I recently received 
there is published in great big 
headlines the names.of seven of 
the largest churches in the South- 
ern Baptist Convention—giving the 
number of members, the number of 
baptisms and the amount of mon- 
ey raised in 1941. One of them re- 
ported nearly eight thousand mem- 
bers, and last year baptized 155 
people. Another. church listed 4944 
members and reported 75 baptisms 
last year. That church is in a city 
of 150,000 souls and has a budget 
of over $100,000. Forty-nine hun- 
dred and forty-four people living in 
a city of 150,000 for twelve months, 
with six paid workers in that 
church, and they win 75 souls to 
Jesus Christ. Bless your life, if 
that forty-nine hundred were liv- 
ing as Christians ought to live, 
more than seventy - five people 
would be won by their influence 
if they never spoke to a soul about 
being saved. The trouble is the sor- 
ry brand of Christian living we 
have in the world today. But back 
to the point, we needn’t worry 
about God doing right. We need 
to worry about whether we are 
treating God righ{ and whether we 
are treating lost people right. One 
day we are going to stand before 
God to give account for it all, 


God Does Cast Sinners Into Hell 
When They Will Not _Let 


God Save Them 


Others try to escape this truth 
by saying that God does not send 
a soul to hell, but that men go to 
hell in spite of all God can do. 
Now that is true in a measure. 
God does do all He can to keep 
people from going to hell. He does 
not give man up until He has to. 
God will call and knock at the door 


|Of his heart, will plead with him 


and strive with him. God is long- 
suffering, not willing that any 
should perish. God will go His full 
length. God has placed churches 
in the land and given us preachers 
for the purpose of keeping men 
out of hell. God has given us the 
Bible and praying mothers. He has 
given us Jesus to die for our sins. 
God has thrown all of these things 
across the road to hell trying to 
block the way. God will sometimes 
take loved ones away from us. Dy- 
ing mothers will look into the face 
of a lost boy and ask that boy 
with a breaking heart to meet her 
in heaven. That is God reaching 
out for his soul. It is God trying 
to put something across the path- 
way to hell. Yes, God will do ev- 
erything in His power to keep a 
soul from hell, and they do go to 
hell in spite of all God. can do. 
But listen, my friend, when you 
have hardened your heart and stiff- 
ened’ your neck; when you have 
closed the door of your heart 
against Christ, turned a deaf ear 
and ignored His word and His 
warnings; when you have tram- 
pled the prayers of mother and fa- 
ther under your feet; when you 
have insulted the grace of God and 
the spirit of God; when you have 
trampled the blood of Christ under 
your feet, God says He will cast 
your soul into hell “where their 
worm dieth not and the fire is not 
quenched.” Yes, God does send peo- 
ple to hell, to eternal punishment 
of fire and brimstone. the Bible 
isn’t true then we do not have any 


j|inspired word of God and we have 


no hope of heaven or anything else 
worth while. 

If God. does not send men to 
hell what do these words of Christ’s 
mean? “If thy hand offend thee, cut 
it off: it is better for thee to enter 
into life maimed, than having two 


| hands to go into hell, into the fire 


that never shall be 
where their worm dieth n 
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foot offend thee, cut it off: it is 
better for thee to enter halt into 
life, than having two feet to be 
cast into hell, into the fire that 
never shall be quenched. and. if 
thine eye offend thee, pluck it out: 
it is better for thee to enter into the 
kingdom of God with-one eye, than 
having: two eyes to be cast into 
heli fire: where their worm dieth 
not, and the fire is not quenched.” 
My Bible says that men are cast 
into hell. My friend, what does God 
say about it? What does God say 
He will do? If God does not send 
people to hell what is the meaning 
of the parable of the man without 
the wedding garment? Jesus said, 
“When the king came in to see the 
guests, he saw there a man which 
had not on a wedding garment: 
and he saith unto him, Friend, how 
caziest thou in hither not having 
a wedding garment? and he was 
speechless, Then said the king to 
the servants, Bind him -hand and 
foot, and take him away, and cast 
him into outer darkness, there 
shall be weeping and gnashing of 
teeth.” Does God send people to 
hell? Yes sir, but He does it after 
they have refused His mercy and 
there’s nothing else He can do. For 
God hates sin and and God.is go- 
ing to be rid of sin. God isn’t go- 
ing to live with sin. If you hold 
on to your sins, God is going to 
send you—cast you together with 
your sins into hell. 


only two ways to know what God 
will do. One of them is by what 
He has done; the other by what 
He says He will do. What has God 
done? God has always brought sin 
into judgment. Adam and Eve fell 
and were brought into judgment. 
Cain sinned and there was the 
judgment;, Generations following 
went into sin until God said, “Ev- 
ery imagination of man’s heart is 
evil continually.” And God sent the 
flood and wiped the whole race off 
the face of the earth. Sodom and 
Gomorrah went after strange fiesh 
and into adultery and immorality 
until God rained fire and brimstone 
from heaven upon them. Jude says 
that God not only destroyed those 
cities but that they suffered the 
eternal vengeance of fire. 


What has God done? God brought 
Israel out of Egypt, delivered them 
from Pharaoh’s hand, but, when 
they rebelled against Him, God de- 
stroyed the last one of them. What 
has God done? When the angels 
in heaven rebelled and rose up 
against the rule and authority of 
God, God cast them out. Jude and 
Peter both say they were “reserved 
in everlasting chains under dark- 
ness unto the judgment of the 
great day.” Not even an angel in 
heaven can rebel against God and 
get away with it. My friend, that 
is what the Bible teaches—that is 
what God has done. 


Other than that God-has waieidy 
ted men and women and even in- 
nocent little children to _ suffer 
throughout all the centuries. God 
has permitted some of them to be 
born with incurable diseases for 
which they themselves were not re- 
sponsible—many are born blind 
and never see. That is what. God 
has done, and the only way I can 
understand how God would do it 
is that it teaches me God’s awful 
hatred of sin — that sin is such 
an abominable thing; that sin is 
such a terrible thing; that sin is 
such en affront to a holy God; that 
sin is so exceedingly sinful, loath- 
some and hateful in the sight of a 
holy God that He would let inno- 
cent children suffer’ because of the 
sins of others, That is what God 
has done. 

What does God say He will do? 
Listen to it: God said, “The soul 
that sinneth, it shall die’’ God has 
said, “Be sure .your sin will find 
you out.” God has said, ‘The wick- 
ed shall be turned into hell and:all 
the nations that forget God.” God 
has said, “If thy eye offend thee, 
pluck it out: it is better for thee 
to enter into the kingdom of God 
with one eye than having two eyes 
to be cast into hell fire.’’ God has 


one from another, as*a. shepherd 
divideth his sheep from the goats: 
and he shall set the sheep-on his 
right hand, but the goats on the 
left .

Jesus 
said, “Come unto me all ye that 
labour and are heavy laden and I 
will give you rest. Take my yoke 
upon you, and learn of me; for I 
am meek and lowly in heart: and 
ye shall find rest unto your souls,” 
God has said, “Behold I stand at 
the door and knock: if any man 
hear my voice and open the door, 
I will come in ‘to him and will sup 
with him, and he with me.” God 
has said, “Look unto me and be 
ye saved all the ends of the earth: 


for I am God, and there is none; 


eise.”’ God has ‘said, “Let the wick- 
ed. forsake his way and the un- 
righteous man his thoughts: and 
let him return unto the Lord, and 
he will have mercy upon him; and 
to our God, for he will abundantly 
pardon.”

Here is a great book, “essentially 
a code-of Christian marriage, 
drawn from the Scriptures, which 
would help to make marriage ‘for 
better, not for worse,’” says the 
author. For scholarship, for robust 
Christian principle, for exhaustive 
treatment we know of nothing in 
print to compare with this great 
book on marriage. 

The size of the book is indicated 
by its 38 full-length chapters, its 
600 pages, size about 9x 6%. Al- 
though first copyrighted in 1935, 
the book has been twice revised 
with four printings. 


Dr. Maier’s stand against evolu- 
tionary teaching, Freudianism, 
companionate marriage, the litera- 
ture of lust, mixed marriages, pet- 
ting, divorce, and birth control is 
the strongest we know, backed up 
by facts, figures and quotations. 
The book has enormous value, has 
a resumé of all the important lit- 
erature on the subject, and partic- 
ularly because the attitude through- 
out is Christian, and the position 
is based upon the Word of God.

come alarming reports of the wide- 
spread of venereal disease. For ex- 
ample, in Dallas, Texas, The Dallas 
Morning News for June 9, 1935 
carried the following news item. 


“Dallas Plams War on Syphilis As 
Disease Spreads — Sexual Cases 
Outstrip Others Among Com- 
municable Ills in Week 


“Mayor George Sergeant will 
take the lead in efforts to help Dr. 
J. W. Bass, City Health Officer, 
stem the tide of venereal disease 
in Dallas, he said Saturday when 
weekly reports showed that syph- 
ilis and gonorrhea far outstripped 
other communicable diseases in se- 
riousness for the last seven days. 

“During the week the health de- 
partment received reports on nine- 
ty new cases of syphilis and twelve 
cases of gonorrhea, as well as three 
deaths from syphilis and one from 
gonorrhea. Only nine cases of other 
types of communicable disease and 
two deaths were reported to the 
city for the week. 

“ "These records are terrible, and 
I will give Dr. Bass every bit of 
assistance I can in trying to pro» 
tect our people,’ Mayor Sergeant 
said Saturday. He plans to call a 
meeting of city officials to discuss 
it within the next week. 

“Dr. Bass allayed fears of the 
people that Dallas is any worse 
than other cities over the-country 
in venereal diseases by saying con- 
ditions are just as bad everywhere 
else but the people shun the facts. 

“Tf every newspaper in the 
country would show the courage 
the Dallas News has in bringing 
these facts before the people we 
would have much greater success 
in fighting venereal diseases,’ Dr. 
Bass said. When we say that Dal- 
las has at least 30,000 cases of 
syphilis alone, based on a careful 
study of the situation, that looks 
bad, but every other city is in the 
same shape.’ ”’ 3 

Note the following startling 
facts about that newspaper report 
in a prosperous and beautiful 
American city. (a) There were 102 
new cases of venereal disease, nine- 
ty of syphilis, twelve of gonorrhea 
in one week, compared with only 
nine cases of other types of com- 
municable disease in the whole city. 
(b) There were four deaths from 
venereal diseases, and only two 
other deaths in the city from all 
other causes. (c) Dallas had at 
least 30,000 cases of syphilis alone, 
according to the Health Depart- 
ment’s published statement. (d) 
The claim was made that Dallas 
was no worse than other like cities 
in venereal disease. 

At that time Dallas claimed, 
within the city limits, not more 
than 300,000 people, probably less 
than that. One person out of every 
ten in the city, the city Health De- 
partment said, had syphilis; still 
others had gonorrhea. 

Before me is a letter from The 
American Social Hygiene Associa- 
tion, Incorporated, of 1790 Broad- 
way, New York, N.Y., which says: 

“April 7, 1942 
“Dr. John R. Rice 

512 W. Franklin 

“Wheaton, Illinois 

“Dear Doctor Rice: 

“We were glad to receive your in- 
quiry concerning venereal disease 
rates and to welcome your coop- 
eration in the fight against syph- 
ilis and gonorrhea. 

“According to a’ study which we 
prepared last year the present gen- 
eral prevalence of syphilis is 3 per 
cent. It is considerably higher 
among Negroes and in certain 
Southern States. I am enclosing a 
study of the number of young men 
found infected in the Army’s ex- 
amination which will indicate the 
prevalence for the different states. 
These figures are broken down into 
colored and white rates. 

“During the last war 6,804, 818 
days of service were lost in ‘the 
U. S. Army because of venereal 
disease. At the time of induction of 
the troops in 1917-18 the preva- 
lence for venereal disease was 46.- 
77 per thousand men, or approxi- 
mately 4.7 per cent. 

“In the 1917-18 war years, nearly 


1 one-fifth; (18%) of all military ad- 
{missions for sick report, and one 


seventh (14%) of all sick days, re- 
ee from, venereal infections. In 
1917, 


88.71 per thousand men in 


the armed forces contracted ve- 
nereal discuse and in 1918, 70.18 
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approximately 4.7% of the young 
men called for army service (the 
very cream of American manhood) 
had venereal disease. Then after 
they were in the army, in the years 
1917-18 there -were approximately 
sixteen new cases of new venereal 
disease per hundred men in the two 
1917-18. (88.71 plus 70.18 
equals 158.89 per thousand, ap- 
proximately sixteen per hundred). 


Note what an enormous waste 
of man power in the army was 
caused by venereal disease—6,804,- 
818 days of service lost in the first 
World War by the United States 
army, because of venereal disease! 


Before me is a reprint from The 
Journal of the American Medical 


Association of October'18, 1941, en- 


titled, “Syphilis Among Selectees 
and Volunteers.” It shows the prev- 
alence of syphilis alone in the first 
million men examined under the 
selective service act of 1940. It is 
written by R. A. Vonderlehr, M.D., 
the Assistant Surgeon General, U. 
S. Public Health Service, assisted 
by Lida J. Usilton, M.A., Senior 
Statistician, Division of. Venereal 
Diseases. U. S. Public Health Serv- 
ice, Washington, D. C. 


This report from Federal Gov- 
ernment sources, showed that the 
first million selectees and volun- 
teers called for classification under 
the. Selective Service Act of 1940 
averaged 45.2 cases of syphilis per 
thousand persons, or more -than 
four and a half per cent. That 
means that 45,200 men of draft 
age and otherwise available, were 
not fit for army service. It is my 
understanding that none of these 
were accepted. That would be an 
army of three divisions, an army 
greater than that which so long 
held Bataan Peninsula, which 
America does not have because of 
the scarlet sin, adultery. 


And the alarming report has 
come from the Assistant Surgeon 
General of the army that the boys 
that were accepted, being free from 
syphilis, have since that time be- 
come infected to an extent that the 
percentage of syphilis is already as 


great as in the old regular army; 
and that the percentage of gonor- 
rhea is greater! The welfare and 
safety of our country is menaced 
by prostitution and by the subse- 
quent infection of tens of thou- 
sands of our soldiers. And for ev- 
ery soldier infected now there is 
the danger of an innocent wife’s 
being infected later on, or the ruin- 
ing of other girls, and of children 
to be born accursed. 


The booklet, Prostitution and 
War, put out by Public Affairs 
Committee, Incorporated, 30 Rock- 
efeller Plaza, New York City, says 
that more than 60,000 of the first 
million American men examined 


for selective service were infected 


with syphilis or gonorrhea and es- 
timates that there are 3,200,000 
persons in the United States who 
have syphilis now, or one person 
in every 42. It is thought that gon- 


orrhea attacks three times as many |}. 


people a year as syphilis. 


This heart-breaking series of 
facts shows that the’ scarlet sin 
has poisoned the wells of American 
life. The blighting curse of. vene- 
real disease is God’s curse on our 
sin. 


Despite the millions of cases of 
venereal disease there are evident- 
ly millions of other people who are 
guilty of the scarlet sin whose sin 
has not as yet been punished by 
these foul diseases. Adulterers and 
adulteresses far exceed the number 


.of cases of venereal diseases, but 


the lamentable prevalence of ve- 
nereal disease proves that all about 
us, unknown to many, the social 
sin flourishes with all its trail of 
heart-break and misery and god- 
lessness. 


Ill. Other Evidences of Wide- 
spread Sex Sin 


I Raper briefly other evidences, ’ 


widely known, of the prevalence of 
adultery. 

(1) Abortion and illegal opera- 
tions. As reported in The American 
Mercury for August, 1941, Dr. Rob- 
ert L. Dickinson, secretary of the 
National Committee of Maternal 
Health, with headquarters at the 
New York Academy of Medicine 


says, “At least half a million abor-| 


tions occur annually in this goun- 
try.” The article (condensed in 
Reader’s Digest, August, 1941) 
says that about seventy per cent 
of these abortions are crimindl. By 


abortion we mean murder and re-/} 


moval of unborn babies during the 
pacer a atee te mar peg 


be distinguished from birth con- 
trol, which is an entirely different 
matter. But all over America un- 
scrupulous physicians carry on this 
criminal business. 


Dr. Morris Fishbein, editor of the 
Journal of the American Medical 
Association says: 


“Criminal abortion is increasing 
alarmingly. Twenty to forty per 
cent of pregnancies terminate in 
abortions. 

“Ignorance is at the root of most 
harm that comes from abortion. 
Every mature woman should know 
its dangers. 

“The time has come for serious 
consideration of this widespread so- 
ciological and economic problem.” 

In the Chicago Daily News for 
April 24, 1942, is the account of a 
report filed with the Criminal 
Court saying that one abortion ring 
in Chicago had “‘performed crimi- 
nal operations on more than 18,000 
women between 1932 and Febru- 
ary, 1941.” 

In no other age in the world has 
there been such an alarming prev- 
alence of.this sin of abortion. Sure- 
ly it implies widespread prevalence 
of the scarlet sin. 

Since criminal abortion involves 
taking life, a horrible crime; since 
it is threatened with serious pen- 
alties by law; and since it is at- 
tended with very great danger to 
the life of the woman involved, we 
know that in a large per cent of 
these cases it is not resorted to by 
married couples to avoid the birth 
of a legitimate child. Are not most 
of these illegal operations upon 
girls or women who have been 
guilty of adultery and risk life it- 
self and a horrible crime to avoid 
the consequences of their acts? 


Evidence gathered by officers of 
the law, by aid societies, and com- 
piled from newspaper reports of 
arrests, etc., indicate that multi- 
tudes of women and girls become 
pregnant each year through sin- 
ful and illicit sex relationship. 


(2) Maternity homes. In every ~ 


large city in America are mater- 
nity homes, patronized chiefly by 
unmarried girls who leave their 
homes to avoid public shame, and 
spend the last months of pregnancy 
and bear their children in the pri- 
vacy of such maternity homes. 
Some of these homes are simply 
commercial ventures where girls 
pay their way. Some are support- 
ed and controlled by charity or- 
ganizations or by cities or states. 
Some are supported by rescue mis- 
sions and Christian organizations. 
I have seen their advertisements 
in the daily newspapers of princi- 
pal cities all over America. 

Along with such homes, some- 
times a part of them, are homes 
for unwanted babies, orphan homes 
and foundling homes. And_chil- 
dren’s aid societies make an ear- 
nest effort to have the thousands 
of illegitimate children adopted 
out and cared for. Every orphan’s 
home that will take them, has il- 
legitimate children, born out of 
wedlock. Maternity homes and ba- 
by homes, properly managed can 
do great good. But we cite them as 
proof that the sordid sin of adul- 
tery drags down its millions. 

(3) Widespread sale of contra- 
ceptives and birth control litera- 
ture. Devices, douches, and drugs 
intended to prevent conception are 
sold to many millions of customers 
in America each year. Some of them

Now, separation has always been 
God’s standard, Abraham had to 
leave his country, and his father’s 
home and in complete separation, 
go he knew not whither.

What 
then is my heart attitude? 

That is the important question, Do

friend? Would the word ‘“‘adulter- 
er” or “‘adulteress” be applicable to 
me? What is the real attitude of 
my heart toward the world? Not 
my actions but my thoughts, my 


likes and dislikes. 


Suppose a woman were to live 
with her husband on Sunday, and 
then spend. her time with other 
men during the rest of the week, 
and on Sunday return again to her 
husband, what would we think of 
her? What would we call her? 
How long would her husband ac- 
quiesce? And yet that is how the 
so-called “worldly Christian” treats 
the Lord Jesus Christ. Six days 
in the world and then one day 
with Christ. No wonder such 
an one is called an “adulterer” or 
an “‘adulteress’” in Jas. 4:4. What 
a disgraceful life to live! Compan- 
ionship with the enemies of God! 
Such conduct is viewed by God as 
“unfaithfulness.” The worldly 
Christian in His sight is likened to 
an unfaithful wife. Must the child 
of God be compared to a harlot? 
Yet such is the description in the 
inspired Word. Let us ponder very 
carefully I Jn. 2:15 and Jas. 4:4. 
The Old Testament, especially in 
the prophets, is full of such com- 
parisons. Separation is the only 
remedy. 

Now, theé.separated life means 
separation from: 


|. Worldly Pleasures 


That was the choice Moses made 
when he repudiated the pleasures 
of sin (Heb. 11:24-26). The dance, 
the theatre, and the card party 
are not of God, but of the world. 
They were introduced not by spir- 
itual leaders and saintly men, but 
by men of the world. The spirit of 
the world pervades such pleasures, 
and prayer and testimony in the 
midst of these things is out of the 
question. The two simply don’t go 
together. The people who throng 
such gatherings do not attend nor 
take part in prayer meetings, nor 
are they interested in the spiritual 
work of the Church. Hence, the 
time must come when the true 
Christian is willing to obey the 
clear and emphatic. command: 
“Come out from among them, and 
be ye separate,” and to sing from 
the heart: 


“Goodbye. Old World, goodbye! 
I want no more of thee, 
For God is dearer far than thou 
canst ever be; 
~aly soul is satisfied 
With Christ the Crucified; 
And all I need I find in Him alone.”’ 


ll: Worldly Alliances 


“Be ye not unequally yoked to- 
gether with unbelievers.’”’ No words 
could be clearer, no command more 
emphatic. God cannot honour the 
unequal yoke. 


(1) Business Alliances 


‘The Christian who enters into 
partnership with an unbeliever or 
even with a so-called worldly 
Christian is running a dangerous 
risk. Pray as he will he has no 
promise of blessing in God’s Word. 
No wonder so many business enter- 
prises fail. To bey the plain 
Word of Scripture is to invite dis- 
aster. How can God bless what he 
has condemned? 


(2) Lodge Alliances. 

Secret societies are the curse of 
the Church everywhere. The lodge 
may be good enough for the man 
of the world, but for God’s child 
the Church of Jesus Christ should 
more than suffice. 

In the secret societies are to be 
found Jews and Unitarians, men 
who deny the déity of Jesus Christ. 
Even the name of the Lord Jesus 
is not permitted for fear of giving 
offense. And I want to say that 
the place that is not good enough 
for sie Lord is not good enough 
for - Nor could I go in when 
He is kept out.

But you say, “once a Mason al- 
ways a Mason.” Oh no! Not a bit 
of it. That is a man-made law, and 
it has never been sanctioned by 
God. No, my brother, you can ‘cut 
clean, renounce the whole thing, 
break every satanic vow you ever 
took before your eyes were open, 
and step out into the clear light 
of God’s Word, separated for ever 
from every secret abomination. 


(3) Marriage Alliances, |

who fails to win her future hus- 
band for Christ before marriage 
has but little hope of winning him 
after. 

Oh, Christian worker, don’t, 
don’t for your own sake, disobey 
the Word of God and enter the un- 
equal yoke! It may seem hard now 
but be certain of this: God has an- 
other and a far better plan for your 
life. To ignore His Word is dan- 
gerous. To obey it is always safe. 
There need be no question as to 
the results. Therefore, “Be ye not 
unequally yoked together with un- 
believers.” 


Ill. Worldly Companions 


Here again there must be a 

breaking away. Worldly com- 
panions will not enjoy the Chris- 
tians’ prayer meeting, nor can the 
child of God take pleasure in their 
pursuits. Sooner or. later the spirit 
of their association .will dull spirit- 
ually unless a complete separation 
takes place. It is difficult to play 
with fire and not be burned. 
. But you say: How can I give 
them up? Child of God, you will 
not have to give them up. You live 
a spiritual life and they will very 
soon give you up. They will be as 
uncomfortable in your presence 
as you will be when with them. 

Make friends of God’s children. 
And whether they be brown or 
yellow, black or white, you will 
find them far more precious and 
the association closer and more 
binding than even that of blood 
relations out of Christ. They will 
understand when the members of 
your own family do not. And then, 
too, such friendships can never be 
‘broken, Death does not separate. 
Make friends, therefore, of those 
with whom you can associate not 
only here but throughout Eternity.
